CHAMBERLAIN IS SURPRISED

London, Sept, 10.—'A parliamentary 


paper issued today gives a full re- 
poit of the lecent conference between 
the colonial secretary, Joseph Cham 
berlain, and the Boer generals, Botha, 
DeWet and 'Delarey. Prior to agree- 
ing to the interview wQiidh fthe Boers 
asked for 'August 20 <the colonial sec- 
retary lequested a list of the subjects 
which it was 'desired ito discuss, and 
the generals forwaided ti list of sub- 
jects, including the following:

CHAiMBEGElLAIN

Ilr. Chamberlain* in. replying, ex- 


messed great suiprise at the number 
and character of the proposals, point- 
ng out that the conditions agieed on 
at Veieeniging were duly accepted 
by the burghers and the Britten gov- 
ernment and that they could' not be 
•eopeiied, nor could, (proposals rejected 
at that time be again discussed. If 
the interpretation of the agreement 
was opsai to question his majesty's 
government would endeavor to re- 
nove all dotfbts. 
( 


At the opening of the conference 
he Boer generals 'disclaimed any de- 
she to alter the terms of surrender 
11 any -way. 
On the subject of am- 


nesty to rebels General Botha ex- 
pressed disappointment that after the 
>romise 
given by Lord Kitchener 


that the rebels had not "been granted 
amnesty at the time of King Ed- 
ward's coronation, in reply to which 
Mr. Chamberlain promised that the 
mperial government would not (hin- 
der any generous intentions of the 
governments of Natal and Cape Col- 
ony in regard to relsels. 


'ALLUDES TO IMJITZ. 


As to the reitum of 'burghers to 


South Africa, the colonial secretary 
declared it -was the 
government's 


intention to retain the right to pre- 
vent the return of disloyal persons 
who had mot frankly accepted the 
:erms of peace, instancing "former 
State Secretary Beitz, of the Trans- 


as a case in point, and saying

General Botha said he hoped that 


the "sins of one <man. "would not be 
visited on others," 'adding: 


"If one man says foolish things,

o sell farms 'belonging to 'burghers.

General Botha criticised the com- 


position of the commission, (appointed

'of $15,000,000, 


for the purpose of (assisting ibtirg'h- 
>rs and their families to return to 
rheir 'homes &nd &r -restocking their 
farms, etc,,) "and objected to national 
scouts eerving &s comm1ssi<mersv font 
Mr. Chamberlain maintained tM the

trek therefrom. He lived there, but 
he saw no chance of remaining, the 
feeling of the British in Natal being 
so strongly auti-Boer. 


On the sxibjeot of martial law, Mr, 


Chamberlain said it would not be 
continued much longer. 


'The colonial secretary refused to 


recognize 
as burghei s, 
foreigners 


who had been naturalized during or 
just before the w'ar, saying they had 
been bribed by the resolution of the 
volksraad giving them burghers' 
lights as a reward for taking part 
in -a conflict in which they were not 
concerned. 


General Botha concluded with an 


appeal for the widows and orph'aiis 
'and said he considered that the a 
propriation of $15,000,000 was in- 
adequate. 


Eeplying -to this, Mr. Chamberlain 


jcompaied Great Britain's treatment 
of the Boers with the treatment ot 
the south by the north after the civil 
wav in America. 


INSTANCES CIVIL WAR. 


"I would remind the general," said 


Mr. Chamberlain, "that we have un- 
dertaken already more obligations 
than 'have ever before been undertak- 
en under similar circumstances. To 
take one case in my time. I recol- 
lect very well the great civil war in 
America, and I appeal (to that be- 
cause thait stands out as a case in 
which more than ever before, or in- 
deed ever since, the victor, the con- 
queror showed a magnanimous 'and 
generous feeling to tthe -couqueied. 
There was good reason for this, be- 
cause they were brothers of the same 
race, the same -religion, 'the same 
everything. It was a civil war, but 
even in that case the northern sdde, 
that is to say the viotorious side, 
made no provision whatever either 
by way of grant, pension or allow- 
ance to the people who 'had been 
Bounded, to the side that had -been 
conquered. t They gave them 'their 
lives and tlieir liberties, (and 'after a 
period of ten years g'ave them votes, 
but did not give ^hem -any money 
compensation. But we ftiave gone a 
step beyond that, because we have 
contributed in addition to all our 
own enormous expenses a very large 
sum to relieve those who are really 
destitute in our new colonies. 
We 


have done more than I think fwas ex- 
pected and we have done sail that we 
can afford to 'do, and I think it would 
be undesirable for the generals to 
press us any further in this matter, 
either now or in writing." 


MUST FORGET AOT) FORGIVE. 
Proceeding, Mr. Chamberlain re- 


ciprocated the desire expressed by 
General Botha ithat they should all 
live dn peace in future in South Af- 
iioa. 


"We want in this country," said 


the colonial secretary, "to foiget and 
f01 give, because if you chink, as you 
well may, that you have something 
to forgive, we also think we have a 
great deal 'to forgive. But we want 
to put all that on one side. The war 
is over. We each fought as well as 
we knew how <and now there is peace. 
All -we want as to recognize you as 
fellow subjects with ourselves, work- 
ing >as we shall .work for the prosper- 
ity and liberty of South Africa. How 


reat that 'liberty is and how soon 


complete self-government will be ex- 
tended to South Africa depends en- 
irely out the rapidity with which ithe 
old animosities die out." 


Mr. Chamberlain concluded with 


saying that the government would 
be glad of co-operation, of onen like 
the generals, 
who ihad loyally ac- 


cepted the new situation. As 'they 
wanted South Africa to be fa Ixappy 
abiding place for all, he felt sure that 
if the burghers met tthe British (naif 
way they would find them as good 
friends dii the future 
as [they 


been loyal enemies in the past.

the Postal telegraph corporation from 
removing 'the lines of the Western 
Union from the Pennsylvania road 
hinges on tha very laudable ambition 
of those behind the Wabash railroad 
to give Pittsfourg' more trunk line 
facilities. 
This is practically 'the 


only means of relief from the greatest 
present drawback to Pittsburg*® con- 
tinued supremacy in the industrial 
world. * It Li no longer a question 
of lack of cars and locomotives. The 
railroads now centering' here 'have 
not trackage enough. 
Pittsburg is 


veiy peculiarly situated. The lines 
ent€ring the city run eit'her along 
the rivers or over the hills, andt the 
construction of additional trackage is 
something that is, of course, attended 
by great expense. 
But the existing 


trunk lines have evidently made up 
their minds that Pittsfburg is to b« 
dwarfed through inadequate 
track 


accommodation. This legal contest is 
merely another step in the proceed- 
ings of which the entry of the Wa- 
bash was the inception. It has cul- 
minated in a mcst 'bitter and most 
fiercely waged series of -reprisals on 
both sides. The only interest thai 
Pittsfblirg has in the quarrel is that 
it ^hall be given adequate rail facili- 
ties.

we might as well make provision 'to 
do it at once -and have done with the 
matter. 
The increase of -the levy 


will be only .temporary and it is not 
large enough to fall heavily -upon 
anyone. 
To ni'ost of .the taxpayers

"I always have, gentlemen, ad- 


mired greatly the railroad men of <the 
country and I do not see how anyone 
who believes

principles of citizenship can fa^l to 
do so." 


COMPARED TO SOLDIERS. 


He compared the railroad men to 


soldiers who are accustomed to tak- 
ing risks, acting on their own initia- 
tive and obeying orders. In. raising 
his own regiment, he said, he got a 
number of railroad men. Of course, 
the first requisite was that a man 
should know how to ride and how to 
shoot. Giving them these two qual- 
ities he found there was no better 
group from which soldiers could be 
drawn than railroad men. 


The president said he hoped and be- 


lieved tthat the danger of war would 
be less iii the "future than it has in 
the past. 
At the opening of the 


Twentieth century 
we had vastly 


changed from a century ago. We as 
a people find awaiting us problems 
which need our best thoughts. 
The 


president referred to the good work 
accomplished by 
the brotherhood of 


jocomotive firemen. 


"I believe emphatically," he said, 


"in organized 'labor. The strength, of 
its organization 
depends 
on its 


wealth, and the self restraint which 
I am glad 
to be able ito say your 


brotherhood has shown." 


NECESSITY OF WORK.

AN ACT OF PIRACY. 


The German gunboat Panther ar- 


rived at Port-Au-Prince Sept. 5. It 
was announced from Cape Haitien, 
Sept. 3, that the German steamer 
Markomannia, Captain N'anseii, be- 
longing to the Hamburg-American 
Packet 
company, having -on board 


arms and ammunition sent by the 
provisional government to Cape Hai- 
tien, had been stopped, Sept. 2, by 
the 
Firminist 
gunboat 
Crete-A- 


Pierrot at the entrance to the harbor 
of Cape Haitien, and that an armed 
force sent on board the steamer from 
the gunboat took possession of the 
war munitions, in spite of the protes- 
tations of Captain. Nansen and tha 
German consul. 


The seizure of the M:arkomannia 


has been characterized as ail act of 
piracy. But a dispatch, from Berlin 
to the Associated Press, dated Sept. 
G, said German government circles 
did not take a tragic view of the seiz- 
ure of the German vessel, but that 
satisfaction would be demanded. The 
foreign office agrees with the view 
held by the foreign representatives 
at Port-au-Prince, said the dispatch, 
that the action of the Crete-A-Pier- 
rot was piracy, but it was^ not then 
known whether satisfaction would be 
demanded from General Firmin 
or 


whether the result of the'revolution 
in Haiti would be awaited. 


The Crete'A-Pierrot 
was a steel, 


screw vessel 
of 950 tons displace- 


ment. She was armed with one 6.2 
inch gun, one 4.7-inch, four 3.9-inch, 
two Maxim machine guns and four 
Wordenfeld 
machine guns. 
The 


Crete-A-Pierrot was formerly iu the 
service of the Haitien government 
andAdmiralKilick was commander of 
the Haitien fleet. June ^* of this 
year Admiral Killick disembarked 
troops from the 
Crete-A-Pierrot to 


support General Firmin, ex-Haitien 
minister at, Paris, and one of the can- 
didates for the presidency of the re- 
public, and after refusing to recog- 
nize the constituted authorities he 
threatened to bombard Cape Haitien. 
The consular corps protested against 
such action being taken, but their 
efforts failed of success, for a 
few 


days later the admiral did bombard 
Cape Haitien, although little damaga 
was done by theCrete-A-Pierrot's fire. 
Since June 27 the Crete-A-Pierrot 
has been operating in the interests 
of General Firmin. The Haitien gov- 
ernment disavowed the action of Ad- 
miral Killick 
in bombarding Cape 


Haitien and ordered his arrest.

tered into with the government of 
France on tihe 22d of August last, 
extending an important trade advant- 
age to tihe island of Porto Rico by 
the admission of ths coffee product in 
that island .to .the Erencih markets at 
the minimum, tariff rate. This was 
accomplished 'by A special agreement 
made bestwesn Acting Secretary Adee, 
for the United States> and M. de 
Marg-erie, charge for the government 
of Prance here.

Philo Bumsey, one of the most 


prominent citizens of Fort Wayne 
during its pioneer days, and1 who will 
toe well remembered by all the older 
residents of the city, died-this morn- 
ing at Ms home in Omaha, Neb., at 
the advanced age of more than ninety 
years. 


News of Mr. Bumsey's death reach- 


ed the city at noon today in- a; tele- 
gram to H. C. Bockhill, and beyond 
the simple announcement that the 
pioneer had gone from earth there 
were no partkailars. It is regarded 
as probable .by friends here that the 
remains will -be brought to Port 
"Wayne for interment, though defi- 
nite decision, to this end has not yet 
been reached. 


FIONEEB HOTEL HAN. 


Mr. Bumsey came to Fort Wayne 


in the early '80s, and -was first en- 
gaged in mercantile pin-suits, con- 
ducting for some years >a tailoring 
establishment. He is best remem- 
Taered, ihowever, as landlord of (the 
old Bockhill house at Main street and 
Broadway, ia the building which has 
since been transformed into the St. 
Joseph hospital. This was the 'lead- 
ing hotel of the cjty in. early days, 
and as its head 'Mr. Bumsey became 
very, widely known.

flvB years ago, Mr. Bumsey was for

One or two of tihe carriages, in- 


cluding tfhose in which tlie newspaper 
men were riding, tiad gone on ahead.

The president, although partly 


buried by the splintered fragments 
of the carriage, 
extricated himself

No longer does God stand pleading 
that Israel will repent and turn from 
Its sin, but the thunder-tones of His 
wrath Bern!

message: 


"Prepare to meet thy God." 1» these 
five short, simple words flashes the 
keen, two-edged sword of 
God's 


Spirit, and, falling, pierces "even to 
tbe dividing asunder of soul and 
spirit." God has 
patiently 
borne 


with His people. He has sought by 
every circumstance of life to arouse 
them to a sense of their obligation 
to Him. He sent scarcity of food 
and famine, "yet have ye not re- 
turned unto Me," saith the Lord. lie 
eenfc drought, and tbon let rain fall 
on one city and not on another, 
upon one piece of ground, and not

met. The convention put silver in the 
fplace of honor in the platform. 
It 


was forced to do this toy events over 
which ib had no control, and which- a 
majority of its members apparently 
had not taken into account until 'aft- 
er that body got together. 
The is- 


sue, in fact, was marked out for the 
convention several 
months 
ibefore 


that body met, although most of its 
leadling spirits seam not to thave no- 
ticed this. 
On February 13, 1896, 


four republican, senator^TeUer, ., -of 
Colorado; Mantle and Carter, of Mon- 
tana, 
and Dubois, of Idaho— voted 


against the attempt of the republi- 
cans to take up the Ding-ley revenue 
and tariff bill and helped -fco defeat 
that endeavor. They did this in the 
interest "o-f silver and <as a warning- 
that no tariff legislation, could bs 
Lad until it was icoupled with favors 
to tli-s white metal. The next dtay 
the republican house of representa- 
tives, by the significant majority of 
125, voted down 'the Ding-ley bond 
assue bill, previously passed in the 
house, but which the senate changed 
onto a free coinage measure. The de- 
feat of the i^ingley revenue and pro- 
tection bill in the senate by the aid 
of Hie four 'silver republicans was 
(the silver! tes' challenge to the repub- 
licans to a test of strength in the na- 
tional canvass. 
The house's over- 


whelming defeat of the oil!" with, the 
silver rider was the - republican 
party's answer to this defiance. 


That break in each branch of con- 


gress in the ranks 
rof the republicans 


in the middle of February, 1896, four 
months before the national 'conven- 
tion in St. Louis met, was the result- 
ant of forces which had lon>g been in 
operation, and determined what was 
to be the issue in the campaign, of 
that year. 
That fight -on the two 


Dingley bills— one designed to raise 
revenue and give protection to in- 
dustry and the other intended to per- 
mit the government to borrow money 
under conditions which would avert 
all danger of the payment of the ob- 
ligations in depreciated silver — put 
the tariff in the background and set 
the silver question at the front, ' 
did this with such emphasis that the 
silver issue would be compelled to 
stay at the front until it was dis- 
posed of permanently. And yet, at 
the time the St. I/ouis convention 
met there were many delegates wiho I 
intended to repeat the old, colorless 
: 


declaration on silver and put the 
tariff in the place of leading import- 
ance. 
The issue, 'however, had al- 


ready declared itself, and in the fight 
•whi'dh was precipitated between the 
radical silver! tes t>n the one hand, 
who were determined to force their 
party to either declare for throwning 
the mints wide open to silver or to 
compel it to come out squarely for 
the exclusion of that metal, and the 
few radical gold men and the many 
straddlers on the other side, the lat- 
ter two elements were forced into 
unison through the pressure which 
compelled the 
trimmers to join in 


with 'the out-and-out gold men, and 
thus a pronouncement in favor of the 
gold standard; was made and the

form makers at St. I/ouis in 1896 


had accepted and proclaimed the issue

Nevertheless, 
many acute and experienced persou- 
rvges in the democratic convention at 
Chicago tried to keep silver in 
the 


"background by repeating- the old 
shuffle of the republican and-demo- 
cratic conventions of 1888 and 1892. 
The ele<m'£iital farces, however, which 
haxl compelled- t'he republican mana- 
gers at St. Louis a few weeks earlier 
to adjust themselves -to the new situ- 
liticn, had gained additional momen- 
tum in the interval, and the strad- 
dlers were overthrown. 
These forces 


had already split ths prohibition 
party, they had knocked a segment 
off the- republican organization, and 
Lhey were destined to cause the worst 
rupture in the dEinocrscy which that 
historic old pai'ty had experienced in 
all its century of 'history except the 
one wliich was -determined by the 
Leccirjpton fight of 1853, and wJiioh 
culminated in the -big "walk-out" 
in the Charleston convention of 1860 
,nd the nomination of two democratic 
national tickets. 
Tho clement of 


which Bland had been the leader was 
overwhelmingly in the preponder- 
ance in the Chicago gathering, put 
Bryan, one of its most eloquent and 
flashing exponents, at the head of its 
ticket, and declared f c-r the throwing 
of the American mints wide open to 
silver on tihe same 'terms as for gold, 
'without waiting for the aid -or con- 
sent c-f any otli£r nation.*' 


In 1900 -the lenders of the demo- 


cracy made as bnd a mistake as ntany 
of th'3 -republican 
niid: democratic 


magnates cf 1896 did, previous to the 
meeting of 'their conventions. 
In 


the Ki-.nsas City convention of 1900 
the 'd'eniocrats solemnly declared thai 
[iimperiali«rai" was "th'e paramount 
issue c-f t'he campaign." ' An attempt 
was made by the democratic stump 
speakers -and Tiy most cf t'he demo- 
cratic newspapers to carry out that 
mandate 'of th'2 convention which 
relegated all other questions than im- 
perialism to the rear, but it is clear 
from the election returns that it was 


failure. 
The nominee of live EJan- 


sas City convention received 'fewe* 
votes than he did in 1S96, wlien nom- 
ina'ted >at -Chicago, while the candi- 
date of the Philadelphia convention 
of 1900^ President McKinley, 
got 


more votes than he did four years 
earlier. 
It is evident that imperial- 


Ism had no terrors for the majority 
cf lira American people, or that they 
iielt itbat som&thing else was the is- 
sue in that year. 
The chances are. 


indeed, that silveriam was the issue 
in 1900, as it had ibeen in 1396. Not- 
withstanding Ihe republican vi&tory 
in 1896, and the [gold standard act 
passed by republican votes ill March, 
1900, a majority of the people of -the 
country, silverHes and gold men, be- 
lieved that silver was1 the paramount 
issue, and not imperialism, and1 they 
k&pt that in mind when they voted. 


When Clement L. Val'lr.ndigiliam, 


in 1871, warned his party friends 
aga-inst any -longer fig-htrng the bat- 
tles of 1860, 1864 and 1868, he 
merely fcade them turn toward the 
future instead o£ the past, and tc 
d'?al with 'Hie real issues of the time. 
The democratic convention in 1871 
nf Vallandigliam's home county ir 
Ohio resolved that "waiving all dif- 
ferences of opinion as to the extraord- 
inary -means by which they were 
brought aibout, we accept the natural 
and legitimate results of the war, eo 
far as waged for its ostensible pur- 
pose to maintain the union and the 
const! tut tonal rights and powers of 
the federal government, including 
the three several amendments 
de 


facto to the constitution recently de- 
clared adopted, as a settlement 
fact of all the issues of war, and 
acquiesce in the same as no longer 
issues before the country" and that 
"thus burying out of sigfot all that 
is of t'he dead past, namely, the right 
of secession, slavery, inequality be- 
fore the law and political inequality 
and-, further, now that reconstruction 
is complete and representation in the 
union is restored to all the states 
waiving all questions p,s to the means 
>y which it was accomplished, we de- 
mand that the vital and long-es'tab 
lislred rule of strict construction, as 
^reclaimed by the democratic father: 
accepted by the 
statesmen 
of al 


parties previous to the war, and- em 
bodied in the tenth amendment tc 
the constitution, be vigorously ap 
plied now to the constitution as it is 
including the three recent amend 
lents." 
This was common sense applied t 


politics. 
Vr.llaiidigham's

1871 was sanctioned by the demo 
cratic state convention of Ohio a fev, 
weeks after its promulgation by hi
